Message Read in the Sen 
ate and House- 


SUGGESTS MANY REFORMS. 


Speaks Plainly as to Railroad Freight 
Rate Regulation— Not Much 
to Say On Tariff. 


Wash ington, 
Dec. 
5. — President 
Roosevelt’s message was read today 
i t both h ou ses of congress. It receiv­ 
ed close attention. At 11 o’clock th e 
president was notified by th e Joint 
committee th at ^m gress was in ses­ 
sion and ready W receive any mes­ 
sage h e migh t desire to deliver to it. 
Th e president expressea gratification 
at th e convening of congress, and soon 
th ereafter cogu es of h is message were 
sent to th e h ou se and senate. 


th e h ou rs of labor of railroad em­ 
ployes and again asks congress to 
enact an employes* liability law for 
th e di.strict of Colu mbia and 
navy 
yards. 
rpon th e insu rance qu estion th e 
president says: “Th e great insu rance 
companies afford striking examples of 
cori)orations wh ose bu siness h as ex­ 
tended so far beyond th e Ju risdiction 
of th e states w^h ich created th em as 
to preclu de strict enforcement of su ­ 
pervision and regu lation by th e pa­ 
rent states. 
In my last annu al mes­ 
sage I recommended Th at congress 
carefu lly consider wh eth er th e power 
of th e bu reau of corporations can not 
constitu tionally be extended to cover 
inter-state transactions In Insu rance.’

TRAIN IS WANTED 


Preaidefit’s Message. 
Th e president, in h is message to 
congress, refers 
to 
th e continu ed 
prosperity of th e cou ntry and h olds 
th at in a government like ou rs th e 
people as a wh ole mu st enjoy prosper­ 
ity or adversity togeth er. 
He u rges national su pervision and 
control of corporations ^engaged in 
interstate commerce 
and says th at 
state control of th ese corporations is 
inadequ ate. 
He refers to th e neces­ 
sity for wise anti-tru st laws and men­ 
tions over-capitalization as one of th e 
evils to be eradicated. 
In speaking of th e need of more 
stringent laws to regu late 
railroad 
freigh t rates, th e president says : 
‘Tt is not my province to indicate 
th e exact term s 
of 
th e law wiiich 
sh ou ld be enacted ; bu t I call th e at­ 
tention of th e congress to certaif\|px- 
Isting conditions with wh ich it is de­ 
sirable to deal. 
In ray Ju dgment th e 
most important provision wh ich su ch 
law sh ou ld contain is th at conferring 
u pon some competent administrative 
body th e power to decide, u pon th e 
case being brou gh t before it, wh eth er 
a given rate prescribed by a railroad 
is reasonable and Ju st, and if it is 
fou nd to be u nreasonable and u nju st, 
th en, after fu ll investigation of th e 
complaint, to prescribe th e limit of 
rate beyond w’h lch it sh all not be law­ 
fu l to go—th e maximu m reasonable 
rate, as it is commonly called—th is 
decision to go into effect wMth in a 
reasonable time and to obtain from 
th ence onward, su bject to review by 
th e cou rts. 
‘Tt sometimes h appens at present, 
not th at a rate is too h igh bu t th at 
a favored sh ipper is given too low a 
rate. 
In su ch case th e commission 
wou ld h ave th e righ t to fix th is al­ 
ready establish ed minimu m rate as 
th e maximu m; and it wou ld need only 
one or two su ch decisions by th e com­ 
mission to cu re railroad companies of 
th e practice of giving Improper mini­ 
mu m rates. 
*T call you r attention to th e fact 
th at my proposal is not to give th e 
commission power to initiate or origin­ 
ate rates generally, bu t to regu late a 
rate already fixed or originated by 
th e roads, u ^ion complaint and after 
investigation. A h eavy penalty sh ou ld 
be exacted from any corporation wh ich 
falls to respect an order 
of th e com­ 
mission. 
I regard th is power to es­ 
tablish a maximu m rate as being es­ 
sential to any sch eme of real reform 
In th e m atter of railway regu lation. 
Th e first necessity is to secu re it; 
and u nless it is granted to th e com­ 
mission th ere is little u se in tou ch ing 
th e su bject at.

•Tn th e obi days th e h igh way of 
co m m erce, wh eth er by water or by a 
road on land, was open to all: it be­ 
longed to th e pu blic and th e traffic 
along it was free. 
“At present th e railway is th is h igh - 
way. and we mu st do ou r best to see 
th at it is kept open to all on equ al 
term s 
Unlike th e old h igh way it is 
a very difficu lt and complex th ing to 
manaite. and it is far better th at it 
sh ou ld be managed by private indi­ 
vidu als th an by th e government. Bu t 
it can only be so managed on condi­ 
tion th at ju stice is done th e pu blic. 
It is becau se, in my ju dgment, pu blic 
ownersh ip of railroads is h igh ly u n­ 
desirable and w’ou ld probably in th is 
cou ntry entaii far-reach ing disaster, 
th at I wish to see su ch su pervision and 
regu lation of th em in th e interest of 
th e pu blic as will make ft evident th at 
th ere is no need for pu blic ownersh ip.” 
He also u rges pu blicity and th e 
sy stem a tic examination 
of railroad 
a cco unts so as to prevent th e giving 
of rebates.

am w'ell situ ated financially and do 
not need any pension.
